By what has been ſaid, it is plain, that no 
lucid Body as the Sun is, can be eclipſed or 
deprived of its eflential Light, by any natural 
Cauſe whatever, but by Gop alone, who is 
the ſupream Cauſe of all Things: Now the 
Light of the Sn being eſſential, and not re- 
flected from another Body; and it (under 


6 God) the Fountain of Light of this viſible 


World; therefore it is certain, that if the 
Body of the Sun was to be deprived of its 
real Light, the whole Frame of this viftble 
World, would always remain in utter Dark- 
neſs, and never enjoy the Benefit of Light 
= again; except the Divine Being was again to 
create it, as he did at the Beginning of the 

World; which no natural Caufe is able to 
perform: So that when the Syz's Light is hid 
or obſcured from the Eye of an Oblerver on 
the Earth, that he either remains wholly in 
Darkneſs, or only a Part of the Sun is appa-

rent to him, the Light of his Body is not 
extinguiſhed nor diminiſhed in the leaſt ; but

ly obſerving the Difference of Meridians, be- 
tween the Place the Eclipſe by Aſtronomical 


Jablec is caſt to, and any other Place; you 95 


have the Time of the Beginning, Middle, 


and End of the Eclipſe in that Place: But in 

an Eclipſe of the Sun (or Eartb, ) it is quite 

different, for the Moon's various Parallaxes 
being always changeable, and not of the ſame 
Quantity in one Place as another, cauſeth the 
Eclipſe, will not appear of the ſame Magni- 
tude and Continuance to all thoſe Places 
where viſible ; ſo that a Reduction for the 
Difference of Meridians will not reduce the 
_ Viſible Time of the Beginning, Middle, and 
End of what is commonly call'd a Solar Eclipſe 2: 
to any other Place: By which it is manifeſt, 7 
(lit not like a Lunar Eclipſe, which is of the 
ſame Magnitude and Continuance in all Parts 
ot the Earth where viſible) that in ſome 


Places the Sun will be obſcur'd on the North 
Side, in others on the South; and to ſome it 
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will appear Total, when others will not ob- 


ſerve any Eclipſe at all. 


By the preceeding Explication ot the Na- 
ture of Eclipſes, it is evident, that the Moon 


is much nearer the Earth than the Sun; and 

_ alſo that the Earth is not founded infinitely 
below us, but that the Heavens under us, are 
diſtant from the Earth as far upwards (to 
thole that are our Antipodes,) as here they 


are; the Earth being a Globular Body: Fer 
not only the Earth's Shadow (in a Lunar 
Eclipſe) in the Moon's Body, is always and on 
every Side obſerved to be round; but alſo ſuch 
as live Eaſtward, do number more Hours 
from their Meridian, for the Beginning and 
Ending of an Eclipſe, than they that live Weſt- 
ward, according to their Diſtance from one 


another; which could not be, if the Earth 


was of any other Forma than Circular : And it 
is like wiſe to be obſerved, that in an Eclipſe of 
the Sun, (or Earth) the Moon by her Motion
